Garbage pickup in Dids- 
bury will be in the hands of a 
private contractor effective Feb. 
1. 

Town council last week 
ratified an agreement with Just- 
Jo-Ken Disposal Ltd. as a cost¬ 
saving measure for the town. 

Under the deal, this local 
area contractor will be paid $5 
every two months for each resi¬ 
dential customer, while the 
town will continue to collect 
$12 from each of these cus¬ 
tomers with no change in the 
billing procedure (attached to 
bi-monthly water bills). 

Mike Storey, the town's 
chief administrative officer, 
pointed out that the $12 in¬ 
cludes the cost of landfilling. 

Contracts for commerical 
pickup will be negotiated be¬ 
tween the contractor and in¬ 
dividual businesses. Cost will 
be determined by the number 
of pickups and the size of bin 
used. 

The town currently charges 
$20 every two months for com¬ 
merical garbage pickup. Mr. 
Storey said under the new 
structure, costs would increase 
for some businesses and de¬ 
crease for others. 

"Some businesses may re¬ 
quire pickup every day and 
others only once a week," he 
said. "The new system will be 
fair and equitable." 

The town has sold 23 of its 
commerical pickup bins to the 
contractor and some businesses 
have their own bins. The pick¬ 
up rate for a I’/j-yard cubic bin 
will be $3.50. The rate for a 
6-cubic foot bin would be four 
times that amount. 

Residential pickup, now 
carried out Mondays and 
Tuesdays, will switch to 
Tuesdays and Wednesdays, ef¬ 
fective the first week in 
February. 

Pickup east of the railway 
tracks and in the Southridge 
area, south of 15th Avenue and 
east of 23rd Street, will be car¬ 
ried out on Tuesdays. 

Pickup in the rest of town. 


north of 15th Avenue and west 
of 23rd Street, will be on 
Wednesdays. 

Garbage will be picked up 
both days from 7 a.m. to 9 p.m. 
and all current rules will be in 


effect (all garbage must be bag¬ 
ged, boxed or bundled and not 
weigh in excess of 50 pounds 
per bag). 

The town currently uses 
two trucks and two employees 


for sanitation services. One of 
the trucks will be sold to the 
contractor. The fate of the two 
employees has not been deter¬ 
mined, Mr. Storey said. One 
works a five-day week, the 


other, three days. 

Council's personnel com¬ 
mittee is expected to make a 
recommendation about their 
positions in the near future.

Teachers reach tentative deal

The threat of a teachers’ strike in the County of Moun¬ 
tain View was apparently averted during contract talks Jan. 9. 

A memorandum of agreement was reached between the 
10 school boards—including the County of Mountain View- 
belonging to the Bow Valley School Authorities Association 
and the approximate 1,000 teachers employed by the 
boards. 

The Alberta Teachers' Association said details of the 
memorandum would not be released until it is ratified by 
both teachers and trustees later this month. 

The BVSAA consists of boards from as far west as Banff to 
Drumheller in the east. 


Talks between the two sides had broken off in 
November after the teachers rejected the association's offer 
of a one-year contract with a 5.2 per cent wage increase. The 
teachers wanted 5.6 per cent. 

The 5.2 per cent increase would raise the salary of a 
teacher with 11 years experience to $50,500 annually, a 
$2,496 raise. In addition, 75 per cent of Alberta Health Care, 
dental and extended health care premiums would be paid 
on the teacher's behalf. 

Teachers, including more than 240 in the County of 
Mountain View, were in position to call for a meeting on 
whether to hold a strike vote before last week s memoran¬ 
dum of agreement was reached.

Long-time business 
closing

Simpson's Variety and 
Family Fashions, a fixture on 
Didsbury's main street for the 
past 16 years, is closing. 

But owner Bruce Simpson 
said the store isn't closing for 
financial reasons. 

"We've [Bruce and his wife 
Linda] had 16 very good years 
here," said Mr. Simpson. "Our 
first child was just starting 
school when we opened. Now 
our kids have grown up. We'd 
like to do something else and 
that's what we're going to do. 

"We're not being forced 
out of business." 

One bay of the two-bay 
store has been sold and the 
other is up for sale, he said. 

"People don't like to see us 
close but this is not gloom and 
doom," Mr. Simpson added. 
"One property is sold and the 
new owners are interested in 
taking possession with a new 
business to be up and running 


as soon we're out of here." 

He would not say who the 
new owner is but said he ex¬ 
pected that party to make an 
announcement when ready to 
open. 

The second property, the 
south building, offered an op¬ 
portunity for someone to ac¬ 
quire one of the best retail loca¬ 
tions in town, he said. He sug¬ 
gested a sewing and fabric store 
would have the best chance for 
success or a children's clothing 
store. 

A close-out sale, which 
began last week, will continue 
at the store until the available 
merchandise is sold. 

The Simpsons acquired the 
former hardware and drygoods 
store operated for many years 
by Howard and Lily Allison in 
1976. 

When a number of hard¬ 
ware wholesalers began going 
out of business in 1988 and the 


emphasis in the hardware field 
began to shift to home im¬ 
provements, Mr. Simpson de¬ 
cided to phase out the hard¬ 
ware portion at his store and 
pursue more lines of clothing, 
along with sewing and fabrics. 

His thoughts on the reces¬ 
sion and its effect on the local 
economy? 

"I know the economy is 
like a rollercoaster. It's up and 
down. We're in a slump now 
but I believe things are going to 
get better." 

He said he and his wife 
would continue to make their 
home in Didsbury, go to work 
for someone else for a year or 
two and then, perhaps, get 
back into business for 
themselves. 

Daughter Karen is taking 
nursing at Red Deer College, 
son David is taking commerce 
at Mount Royal College and 
daughter Robyn is working.

telephone lines that will be used 


solely by Rural Crime Watch 
members to receive reports on 
suspicious activities in the 
Didsbury detachment area 

This two-way communica¬ 
tions with the RCMP Officers and 
the Didsbury and area rural 
crime watch members will be of 
tremendous benefit to all com¬ 
munities in this detachment area 
and as shown in other associa¬

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School offices 
headed for 
computer age

The computer age is com¬ 
ing to school offices in the 
County of Mountain View 
public school system. 

The board of education, 
despite objections from three of 
its members, voted to imple¬ 
ment an automation program, 
three schools a year over the 
next three years, at a cost of 
$300,000. 

The computers will be es¬ 
pecially helpful in maintaining 
student records and providing 
quick access for administrators. 
They will also reduce the time 
teachers and administrators 
spend in making timetables. 

While Carstairs trustee 
Susan Denischuk led a call to 
refer the matter to the budget 
process for debate, Didsbury 
trustee Murray Snyder said it 
was "imperative" the board 
"act now" because Alberta 
Education has called for the 
system to be in place by next 
year. 

Because the schools have 
greater than anticipated enrol¬ 
ment this year, the board has 
received more grant dollars 
than expected, Snyder said. He 
also pointed out that the board 
has been putting money into a 
reserve fund for the program. 
"We're not going to be taking 
this out of taxpayers' pocket," 
he said. 



County comptroller Harold 
johnsrude said the board has 
put aside about $80,000 in 
reserve and that another 
$60,000 was available. 

Alberta Education has 
directed the system be put in 
place because of the growing 
amounts of information it's call¬ 
ed upon to handle. 

Denischuk was concerned 
about spending "all of our 
reserves';' in view of the uncer¬ 
tain times, including on-going 
negotiations over the new 
teacher's contract. 

"I don't want to add to tax 
bills," she told the board. 

But Johnsrude said the im¬ 
pact on the 1992-93 budget 
would be minimal because of 
the number of dollars already in 
place. 

Trustees John Grimstead 
and Joe Henze joined with 
Denischuk in recommending 
the matter go to the budget pro¬ 
cess first. 

"I think we should main¬ 
tain the existing programs with 
no tax increases," said 
Grimstead, reeve of the county. 

"We've got to be very 
cautious," said Henze. "People 
can't afford and don't want a 
tax increase." 

Assistant superintendent 
Ken Brown, who investigated 
the situation for the past six

months, and brought recom¬ 
mendation to proceed, said a 
delay now would result in at 
least a one-year delay of the 
project. 

"Maybe we could stall this 
for another year," said County 
Commissioner Herman Epp. 
"But we felt that now was the 
best time to get started." 

Asked if there would be a 
tax increase in 1992-93, Epp 
said there is "sure to be a tax in¬ 
crease." 


Brown was instructed to 
carry out an evaluation after the 
first year before it is im¬ 
plemented at other schools. 

Epp said the addition of the 
system "won't save on any 
positions." 

Olds High School principal 
Mike Reekie said the volume of 
information required by Alberta 
Education is on the increase. 
"We may have to increase 
secretarial staff," he said. 

Meantime, the board voted 


against holding its regular 
February meeting in Sundre. 
Epp said holding the meetings 
outside the Didsbury chambers 
had been tried without great 
success in the past. "It's in¬ 
convenient and awkward to 
work in a setting other than 
your own," he said.

There was an inclination last week for some Didsbury residents 
to overreact when window signs announcing a closing out sale 
went up at Simpsons Variety and Fashions. 

Who was next? 

When would the sky start falling? 

The owners have made it clear they are not being forced out of 
business by the on-going recession. They have decided on a career 
change. 

Still, no matter what their plans, some people see the closing of 
a long-time business in the heart of downtown as a sign of things to 
come. 

There is no doubt these are trying times for small business 
operators. Many people are without jobs. Many people aren't 
spending money the way they used to. And others are spending 
what money they have elsewhere. 

This situation isn't new. Over the past few years, statistics show 
more and more dollars earned in rural Alberta are being spent on 
goods and services in the cities. 

The question that has to be asked is how long can some of these 
rural businesses survive, considering the foregoing, and in light of a 
recession that keeps dragging on? 

I, being of optimistic mind, have to go along with Mr. Simpson's 
evaluation that the current slump will end . . . and soon. As he 
pointed out the economy has always been a rollercoaster and after 
a long down' time, it's due to turn around and go up.' 

There are a number of good things on Didsbury's horizon, 
seniors housing and residential development, a new golf course, a 
new pool, a new curling rink. 

All of these should bolster Didsbury's economy in the months 
ahead. 

I think Didsbury has to use these pluses, along with our ex¬ 
cellent location, close to the cities (within commuting distance of 
both Calgary and Red Deer), our proximity to the great recreation 
areas to the west, as tools for attracting new residents and even new 
businesses. 

The downtown revitalization committee is starting deliberations 
this month to establish a downtown revitalization plan. 

The coming three to six months are going to be most interesting 
times for our town. 

If we work together in a cooperative effort, I believe the results 
can be positive. 

And, no, I don't think the sky is going to fall. 

Didsbury has too much going for it. 

Here and there: 

Alberta Premier Don Getty has apparently started the count¬ 
down to the next election by calling for the scraping of Canada's bi¬ 
lingualism law. 

Sensing the voters' stampede to the Reform Party of Canada, 
Mr. Getty wants to make sure he's in good stead. 

But while grandstanding for votes on the homefront, he may 
also have opened the can of worms that will lead to even greater 
disunity at the national level. 

. . .Say, the Olds Grizzlys are for real. They've been proving all 
season they're one of the best aggregations in the Alberta Junior 
Hockey League. Many people were given a first-hand demonstra¬ 
tion when close to 2,000 souls packed the Olds Sportsplex last week 
for a game with the former Russian national under-18 team. 

Chances are, based on that exposure, those fans will be back 
for more. 



Time Tories stack up for farmers

Agriculture Minister Ernie 
Isley said in a recent interview 
that he hopes the last minute 
efforts at the Ceneva GATT talks 
to preserve supply management 
fail. This proves once again that 
the Getty government can't be 
trusted to stick up for Alberta 
farm families. 

Mr Isley is quoted as saying 
that "supply management costs 
Canadian consumers $2.6 billion 
more a year than they would pay 
otherwise if milk and poultry 
products traded freely." Isley 
continued saying that he hoped 
McK night and Wilson would 
"lose their battle" to protect 
supply management 

This is an irresponsible 
position for a minister of 
agriculture to take Mr. Isley is 


being divisive and unfair in 
blaming dairy and poultry pro¬ 
ducers for standing in the way of 
an agreement toend ruinous U S. 
and European export subsidies 
on grains and oilseeds 

Canada's system of supply 
management is the envy of 
farmers around the globe. Unlike 
open-ended European subsidies, 
our supply managed products do 
not distort international trade. 
Improved trading rules for grains 
and oilseeds are a necessity but 
they can be negotiated without 
destroying the livelihoods of 
dairy and poultry farmers. 

Supply management is an 
important part of the agricultural 
industry in Alberta. The Alberta 
market for dairy and poultry 
products is almost completely 
supplied by Alberta farm fami¬ 


lies. 

Mr. Isley is wrong to say that 
supply management only bene¬ 
fits Ontario and Quebec. 

Farm families need more- 
not less-ability to generate a fair 
return from the marketplace. The 
policies of Conservative govern¬ 
ments both federally and provin¬ 
cial^ have undermined coopera¬ 
tive marketing systems and are 
inflicting untold hardship on 
rural communities. It is time that 
our agriculture minister began to 
stand up for all Albertan farmers 
and stopped attacking one of the 
few ways farmers have to get a 
fair price for what they produce.

Family allowances, pensions rise 


Family allowances and fed¬ 
eral old age pensions will 
increase this month 

In Alberta, where 371,060 
families receive Family Allow¬ 
ances on behalf of 712,631 
children, the increases are as 
follows: children, up to six years, 
will receive $27.60 (under the old 
rate, they received $26.80); 
children, seven to 11 years, 
$33.40; children, 12-15 years, 
$44; and children, 16-17 years, 
$50.10 

In the rest of the country, 
Family Allowances will rise from 
$33.93 per child under 18 to 
$34 88 

Under a provision in the 
Famity Allowances Act, a provin¬ 
cial government may ask the 
federal government to vary the 
rates payable in that province 
according to the age of or number 
of children in a family, or both, 


providing that the average 
monthly payment in that province 
equals the federal rate This 
option has been chosen by 
Alberta and Quebec. 

On the seniors' side, over 
2.7 million Canada Pension Plan 
recipients had their benefits 
increased effective Jan. 1 by 5.8 
per cent For those who become 
eligible for benefits in 1992, the 
maximum monthly retirement 
pension at age 65 will be $636.11 

Also effective Jan. 1, Old 
Security, Guaranteed Income 
Supplement and Spouse's Allow¬ 
ance benefits were increased. 

The maximum Old Age 
Security pension was increased to 
$374 07 monthly from the old rate 
of $373 32 

The maximum monthly sup¬ 
plement (CIS) for single, low-in¬ 
come pensioners will go up to 
$444.54 from $443.65. The 


maximum for low-income mar¬ 
ried people will rise to $289.55 
from $288.97 for each spouse. 

The maximum Spouse's 
Allowance—paid to needy people 
between 60 and 64 who are 
married to CIS recipients-will 
increase to $663 62 from $662.29 
The maximum Widowed 
Spouse's Allowance will rise to 
$732 64 a month from $731.17.

Cattle producers enroled in 
the NISA Program will be able to 
take advantage of the NISA 
Account in the 1990 taxation 
year Benefits will be available 
for grain fed on their farms. 
Cattle producers will automatic¬ 
ally be assigned in initial feed 
coefficient of five per cent of net 
sales of cattle for 1990 For 
producers who have already sent 
in their NISA Forms, the 
administration will automatically 
adjust the benefits based on the 
minimum five per cent feed 
equivalent coefficient Cattle and 
calf producers may choose to 
enhance this initial coefficient up 
to 50 per cent by completing a 
supplementary NISA Form The 
form is necessary to access 
information not requested on the 
standard NISA Forms The 
information will allow the admin¬ 
istration to more fully compen¬ 
sate cattle producers involved in 
operations which use a high 
proportion of grain by using a 
more appropriate feeds equiva¬ 
lent coefficient. The Supplemen¬ 
tary NISA F orm will be mailed to 
producers enroled in The Nation¬ 
al Tripartitie Stablization Pro¬ 
gram for cattle. Cattle and calf 
producers who do not receive a 
form by the end of J anuary and 
who wish to enhance their initial 
feed equivalent coefficient can 
request a form from NISA The 
deadline to enrol in the NISA 
Program has been extended to 
February 12, 1992. Further 
information is available on 
request 

Recently in Ottawa an 
announcement was made that 
will be of interest to a great many 
of us in Wildrose Canada's New 
Creen Plan will encompass a 
national wildlife strategy consist¬ 
ing of numerous programs to 
protect wildlife diversity, con¬ 
serve wildlife habitat and develop 


safeguards to ensure healthy 
ecosystems. The strategy is 
designed to complement existing 
programs and strengthen part¬ 
nerships with other wildlife 
agencies and organizations 
Comprising three major com¬ 
ponents, the strategy focuses on 
programs affecting wild life that 
is under federal jurisdiction, as 
well as programs in which 
national coordination is vital, to 
conserving and protecting Cana¬ 
da's wildlife. 

First, the strategy will assist 
the recovery of threatened and 
endangered species by: develop¬ 
ing and implementing a federal 
policy on endangered wildlife, 
establishing recovery plans for 
endangered species, and sup¬ 
porting research through renewal 
of the endangered species 
recovery fund Arrangements 
will also be entered with 
aborginal peoples for cooperative 
management of wild life species. 

In order to conserve wildlife 
habitat the Federal Government 
will establish a National Wildlife 
Habitat Network, implementing a 
federal policy on wetland conser¬ 
vation Implementing the Pacific 
Coast J oint Venture under the 
North American Waterfowl Man¬ 
agement Plan 

The third major component 
of the strategy will focus on ways 
to protect and improve the health 
of wildlife ecosystems by estab¬ 
lishing a network of Wildlife 
Ecology Research Centres at 
Canadian universities, develop¬ 
ing integrated wildlife research 
and monitoring programs in 
forest, marine and threatened 
ecosystems, and by increasing 
capacity for Wildlife Toxicology 
Research

cies are the same in size or 
composition which therefore im¬ 
pacts on this "average” formula 
of representation. 

After the last election an 
all-party committee was to review 
the existing constituency bound¬ 
aries. They toured the province 
and held meetings in various 
areas, particularly those where 
population change was the most 
significant. Their final report 
recommended that due to popula¬ 
tion density of some areas, 
natural terrain and existing 
municipal boundaries etc., the 
"average” population represen 
tation could vary by 25%. In one 
or two extreme cases such as 
remote Fort McMurray or the 
mountainous area of Pincher 
Creek - Crows Nest Pass, the 
variance could be even greater 
This formula was challenged in 
the Courts as being inconsistent 
with the Charter of Rights but 
was upheld by the Courts and 
judged to be both democratic and 
realistic. 

The report was then given to 
a five-member Commission, 
chaired by Assistant Chief J udge 


Clare Linden, to draft the new 
boundaries. Unfortunately, the 
approved formula was not adher- 
red to and many of the 
constituencies, Olds-Didsbury in¬ 
cluded, underwent a very radical 
change The attached map 
illustrates the existing boundar¬ 
ies, the new boundaries, and the 
area common to both identified 
with an "A." 

Under the new proposal the 
Town of Olds and Sundre and 
that area west of Sundre, would 
be located in the new Olds-Rocky 
Mountain House constituency. 
The new constituency of Dids- 
bury would extend down to the 
Sarcee Trail in Calgary taking in 
the communities of Ranchlands, 
Hawkwood and Arbour Lake in 
that city. In reality, although I 
have not received exact figures, 
we would "lose" approximately 
12,000 current constituents and 
"gain" 18,000Calgary residents. 
Our constituency "population" 
would change from the current 
21,600 residents to the proposed 
25,922. 

The next step is to allow 
Albertans to review this proposal 


and register their reactions and 
concerns at public hearings 
scheduled by the Commission I 
have requested a hearing in our 
area and it has been scheduled 
for Tuesday, F ebruary 25, 1992 at 
7:00 p.m. in the Duncan Marshall 
lecture theatre at the Olds 
College The Commission has 
requested written submissioins 
where possible and suggested 
that the individual would speak to 
his/her submission if they 
wished to do so. If you wish to 
participate in the public hearing 
you should notify the Commis¬ 
sion by writing to:

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Who’s subsidizing who? 

Small-time farmer laments unfair treatment 


Dear Editor: 

I would like to give you a different perspective of what the real 
world of farming is all about. The misnomer of the farmers being 
subsidized by the taxpayers is really getting on my nerves. 

Every time they show something about farming on T.V. it is 
always about someone with a big four wheel drive tractor and com¬ 
bines that take half of a quarter section at a swath. They never seem 
to get to the grass-root farmers that try to work with nature and 
preserve some of our wealth for future generations. 

My dad and I are trying to keep our seven quarter operation go¬ 
ing. He having filed his homestead 62 years ago and myself 34 years 
ago. At present he is using his Old Page Pensins to buy fuel and 
repairs to keep it in good condition. I have 48 Hr./Wk. job to try to 
do the same. 

With the loss of two crops in a row due to bad weather and the 
aftermath still showing up this year because we could not get out on 
the field to spray at the present time last year. Dad still has his final 
$19 cheque that was sent out to settle crop loss for 1990. I sent mine 
back to Mr. Johnston (Min. Finance) it was $24.99. That would give 
me aid for 1990 of app. $500 for crop loss on 287 acres 
($1.74/Acre). In my letter I stressed that sending out a cheque like 
that was adding insult to injury. 

I recently was at the elevator in Dawson Creek and the off 
board price for wheat was $1 ,45/Bu. That night I phoned a friend of 
mine in Surrey, B.C. and he had just bought a 20 kg. bag of wheat 
which cost him $5.80 ($7.88/Bu.). The bag cost $.40. What happen¬ 
ed to the other $6.03? If you take 1981 prices as quoted on T.V. a 
few days ago at $225/Tn. or ($6.14 Bu.) and add 3% per year we 
should be getting $8.19/Bu. just to keep up with inflation. If we 
were treated as equals to the rest of society we would not have to 
look elsewhere for sustenance. We are in a shortfall of $8.19 
- $1.45 - $6.74 Bu. The farm protest groups have asked for 
$30/Acre. That is about the equivalent of $1/Bu. which is still a 
shortfall of $5.74/Bu. As I understand it the Govt, offer is going to be 
considerably less. 

It takes us producers two years of planning to produce that Bu. 
of wheat and these middle men a matter of a couple of days. They 
make sure that they make a pretty good profit on the little input that 
they make. 

The farm dollars don't go very far when it costs $150 Hr. to get a 
combine tire changed. That's labour for 40 minutes and does not in¬ 
clude the two trips to town (App. 120 Miles) or the used tire that was 
used to replaced the one that blew out or the eight or so hours of 
lost time. 

Canada has been shipping record amounts of grain in the past 
few years, with all those that work in the industry getting a pretty 
good wage with benefits and get a holiday every year which has 
never been an affordable activity for anyone in our family operation 
for quite a few years. 

If the Government would use the money that is used to sub¬ 
sidize the U.I.C. program to stablize the farm produce prices, they 
would produce lots of jobs. All of the farmers who are now (like 
myself) working on off farm jobs could stay home and the 
unemployed persons could have our jobs. We would all have the 
chance to fulfill our dreams and asperations with a spark of pride. 
Best of all, it wouldn't even cost the taxpayers any extra money. On 
top of that, there would be that many more taxpayers to help get us 
out of the deficit position that we are in at the present time. 

Society has lots of money to spend on non-essential things like 
hockey, football, baseball and golf among other things but at the 
same time want the food that they all need for nothing. What 
reason is there that someone should be paid millions of dollars to 
play a game. We can all live quite comfortably without them. Try 
living without eating. I work 14/16 Hrs./day, seven days a week to 
end up with a possible six to eight thousand a year net. (Including 
my off farm job.) My 80-year-old father does about the same and 
doesn't have an off farm job, he has to use his pension cheque to 
help him over the shortfall. We both had fishing licences for four 
years and never had a chance to wet a hook. If it weren't for my dad 
with all of his input, I would not be able to keep up the pace. 

How would you like to work for a full year with the expectation 
of "x" numbers of dollars as your reward only to find out that after 
all that time you worked for nothing, paid all of the expenses, and 
ended up farther in the hole than you were in the beginning? Funny 
thing about it, the elevators don't pay us advances every two weeks 
while we are producing a crop, we have to produce the crop first. 
Then we are either placed on a quota (1.5 Bu./Acre) this fall, or forc¬ 
ed to sell on the open market at dirt prices. 

Please start reporting on the community binding types of 
farmers, the small independents, who practice more environmen¬ 
tally stable methods and utilize all of the small natural resources and 
as a rule provide a better place for wildlife. Small sloughs are left 
and farmed around whereas the big equipment farmers drag their 
big machinery right through even though there will be no crop from 
it or they drain and back fill so there is nothing left for any other liv¬ 
ing thing. 

It's a funny thing, too, that when hunting season rolls around, 
watch all the hunters coming around the farms that leave some 
shelterbelts around the farm. You don't see them out on the big 
open fields. The farmers that own those big open fields are some of 
the ones coming to hunt on someone else's place. 

I have invest 34 years of my life to build a farm out of raw land. 


spending many winters and then many full years on the oil rigs. Each year becoming worse than tne 
one before. No holiday trips, not being home to be with my kids when they were growing up. They are 
all (five of them) now all gone and I do not even know them. 

With the advent of the G.S.T. things are just that much worse. At the beginning of July I sent in my 
G.S.T. forms and a claim of nearly $500 refund. I still have not received any. The middle of Sept. I 
phone them and they still hadn't processed or had a record of receiving anything from me. 

I wouldn't mind paying taxes if I was being taxed fairly, but when I have to pay my taxes with off- 
farm wages I get pretty frustrated. 

When you give out our newscasts in the future, please ask yourself, "Just who has been subsidiz¬ 
ing who???"

Understanding the GST on trade-ins 


Farmers who trade in one 
farm vehicle on another could be 
unpleasantly surprised when 
they claim the CST on the 
transaction, unless they fully 
understand the steps in calcula¬ 
ting the tax says an Alberta 
Agriculture economist. 

"The confusion comes be¬ 
cause the farmer can't just claim 
the GST paid on the new vehicle, 
but must also account for the GST 
on the vehicle traded in," says 
George Monner, regional farm 
economist in Fairview 

Some dealerships, he says, 


are still writing up new vehicle 
purchases with a trade-in as 
follows. The new truck costs 
$13,000 The trade-in value of the 
used vehicle is listed at $10,000 
The farmer pays the difference of 
$3,000, plus the GST on the listed 
price of the new truck of $910, to 
the dealer Then, the farmer 
claims the $910 GST refund 
"What some farmers may 
fail to recognize is that Revenue 
Canada will have deemed them 
as collecting GST from the dealer 
on the trade-in," says Monner. 
"It's the responsibility of the 


business selling the vehicle, in 
this case the farmer trading in 
the truck, to collect from the 
purchaser, the dealership " 

If the sales agreement 
doesn't say otherwise, then it's 
assumed that the trade-in value 
of the vehicle includes any GST 
payment he adds. In the example 
situation, $654.20 in GST is part 
of the stated $10,000 trade-in 
value 

"To keep bookkeeping ac¬ 
curate, a proper invoice should 
show the GST on the trade-in as

part of the transaction The net 
paid by the farmer to the dealer is 
the same, but the farmer's total 
cost is more because the net GST 
the farmer can claim is less," 
says Monner. 

The previous example 
should have been invoiced this 
way: new truck cost—$13,000 
less trade-in value-$9,345.80, 
plus GST on new truck—$910, 
less GST on trade-$654 20; with 
the amount paid to the dealer- 
$3,910 

The farmer's net GST refund 
will be $255.80~the GST on the 
new truck minus the GST on the 
trade—not, the $910 of the first 


case 

"The difference between the 
two invoices is the perceived 
trade-in value In the first case 
you think you're getting more 
than you actually are," he says. 

Vehicle dealerships, and 
other businesses who buy used 
goods for resale as part of normal 
business activities, get their GST 
refund on the purchase of any 
vehicle that is bought for resale 
even if they don't have to pay the 
amount to the seller "This would 
be the case if the sales 
transaction involved a producer 
that hasn't got a GST registration 
number," he notes.

Hoechst Canada will explain 
some of its work with gene 
manipulation in canola and Dr. 
Donna J evne will speak about 
family stress on the farm. 

Canola has come a long way 
since it was developed from the 
less-palatable rapeseed in the 
1950s It is now recognized as one 
of the healthiest vegetable oils, 
and the meal is a nutritious 
animal-feed supplement. The oil 
from the seed has less saturated 
fat than other vegetable oils on 
the market, and high proportions 
of the monounsaturated and 
polyunsaturated fats that may 
lower blood cholesterol levels. 

Canola is now Alberta's 
second-most important field 
crop, after wheat, in terms of 
total cash receipts - $313 million 
in 1991, compared to almost $700 
million for wheat and $200 
million for barley. 

Canola is grown throughout 
central and southern Alberta. It 
is also heavily favored in the 
Peace River district, a region that 
produces a third of the province's 
crop 

Alberta produces 40 per cent 
of Canada's canola crop - 1.622

Proposed community 
hall on agenda 


A Feb. 3 meeting of the 
Olds Community Hall Society 
could determine if a new com¬ 
munity hall will be pursued. 

A volunteer steering com¬ 
mittee has recommended that a 
16,000 square-foot building be 
built (nearly double the original 
proposal) to serve a variety of 
functions including banquets 
with seating up to 600; theatre 
productions (up to 1,200 peo¬ 
ple); a multi-purpose room to 
seat 200; a board room with 
seating from 20 to 40. 

A similar hall has been built 
in Crossfield. 

A Red Deer engineering 
firm, Bearden Engineering, has 
put together drawings based on 
ideas developed by the steering 
committee. The firm will have a 
representative at the Feb. 3 
meeting to answer questions 
from the audience. 

The same firm designed the 
Olds Library, Evergreen Centre 
and new Olds Co-op, and has 
extensive experience in design¬ 


ing and supervising the con¬ 
struction of similar community 
halls, including the one in 
Crossfield. 

The steering committee, in 
an interim report Jan. 8, listed a 
number of reasons, justifying a 
new hall: 

* nothing of comparable 
size and quality in town; 

* attractive to growing 
convention business that Olds 
College attracts; 

* acoustics to be top 
priority, in sharp contrast to ex¬ 
isting facilities which are not 
designed for most entertain¬ 
ment events; 

* Parking for 200 cars; 

* Existing facilities heavily 
booked 200-400 seat require¬ 
ments; new hall would meet 
needs of a larger and expanding 
market; 

* Kitchen designed to 
serve up to 1,200 people, no 
exclusiveness on catering; 

* There will be licensed 
lounge to compete with ex¬ 


isting businesses; however 
there will be first-class beverage 
services built in for those 
wishing to operate on a permit 
basis. 

The steering committee 
says the town is growing and 
needs a multi-use building in 
meeting a variety of new enter¬ 
tainment tastes. 

Eventually, the hall could 
help in attracting new trade 
shows to augment such current 
initiatives as the Women's 
Show, the Mountain View 
County Fair and various ac¬ 
tivities of Olds College. 

"It would be helpful if 
groups and individuals at¬ 
tending the Feb. 3 meeting 
were prepared to give a firm in¬ 
dication of their support or 
non-support," said a statement 
from acting chairman of the 
committee, Nusa Wendleboe. 

The meeting starts at 7:30 
p.m. in the Olds Recreation 
Centre.

Around-the-clock work to repair pipeline 

—Explosions, fir e cau se $7 million damage 


By Peter Crosby 

A natural gas pipeline ex¬ 
ploded into flames about 10 
miles northwest of Sundre 
shortly after midnight last 
Wednesday, causing more than 
$7 million damage to equip¬ 
ment, burning more than 
$500,000 worth of gas, and 
disrupting out-of-province gas 
flows by almost 40 per cent. 

By Friday, however, thanks 
to around-the-clock efforts by 
more than 100 pipeline experts, 
repairs to the damaged system 
had been nearly completed and 
deliveries of natural gas re¬ 
stored. 

No one was reported in¬ 
jured in the series of blasts and 
resulting fire in the area of Nova 
Corp.'s Schrader Creek com¬ 
pressor station. 

Flames, leaping up 150 feet 
in the air, could be seen from as 
far away as Calgary. 

"I thought someone had 
driven into the house," said 
John Neilsen who had just gone 
to bed when the first explosion 
rocked his home, about two 
miles east of the pipeline rup¬ 
ture. "The pictures were mov¬ 
ing on the walls . . . the whole 
house just shook." 

Neilsen hopped into his 
pickup truck when he saw the 
flames. "When I realized it was 
the natural gas, I decided to 
head over to take a look and 
take some pictures." 

Fire departments and am¬ 



bulances from area communi¬ 
ties were called and more than 
500 people in the immediate 
area evacuated. 

The blasts and fire started 


where the pipelines entered the 
compressor station, near the in¬ 
tersections of Highways 22 and 
587. 

A nearby farmhouse own¬ 


ed by Harold Drees burned to 
the ground but he was able to 
get out without injury. 

The fire was out by mid¬ 
afternoon.

10,000 RCMP members 
across Canada 


There are approximately 
10,000 RCMP officers--almost 
one half the entire force—en¬ 
gaged in providing police ser¬ 
vices under contract to all 
provinces except Ontario and 
Quebec, to the two territories and 
to 191 municipalities. The federal 
government shares the cost of 
providing RCMP policing ser¬ 
vices with the provinces, terri¬ 
tories and municipalities that use 
their services 

Under the current agree¬ 
ments, the federal government 
contributes 30 per cent of the 
costs of RCMP contract policing 
services in the provinces, terri¬ 
tories and municipalities under 
15,000. For municipalities great¬ 
er than 15,000, the federal share 
is 10 per cent. The current 
climate of scarce resources and 
fiscal restraint at all levels of 
government have put unprece¬ 
dented pressure on the efforts of 
negotiators to renew these 
agreements, which will expire on 
March 31, 1992. 

In September of 1991, 
federal Solicitor General Doug 
Lewis offered to extend the 
current cost-sharing agreements 
for a further 20 years, beginning 
April 1, 1992. This offer 

recognized the importance of the 
RCMP to Canadians and the 
need, particularly within smaller 
communities, for continuity and 
certainty in their law enforce¬ 
ment arrangements 

The tentative agreement 
addresses provincial and muni¬ 
cipal concerns for long-term 
continuity in their policing 
arrangements while also address¬ 
ing the federal government's 
requirement that the cost-base 
reflect more accurately the real 
costs incurred by the federal 


government in providing RCMP 
services. The new agreement 
would see a number of adjust¬ 
ments to the cost-base in such 
areas as pensions, unemploy¬ 
ment insurance, accommodation 
costs and recruit training 

Federal and provincial min¬ 
isters have also agreed to review 
the costs to the federal govern¬ 
ment of providing RCMP police 
services every five years. 

The federal Cabinet has 
approved the agreement. Most of 
the provinces and territories have 
also accepted the federal offer, 
while the remainder are expected 
to do so in the near future 

A number of issues are still 
being discussed The federal 
government and the provinces 
have committed themselves to 
resolving these final issues by 
J anuary.

Every nutrition label tells a 
story. Be sure you're reading 
facts and not fables. A nutrition 
label can help you to make wise 
food choices as long as you 
understand label language Here 
are a few words to look out for 

Cholesterol free: A food 
which contains no more than 3 
mg of cholesterol in a 100 gram 
serving and is also low in 
saturated fat can have "choles¬ 
terol free" on the label Be aware 
that foods which did not have any 
cholesterol to begin with (eg 
vegetable oils) may also be 
labelled "cholesterol free " Rule 
of thumb since cholesterol is 
produced by the liver, if the 
product source didn't have a 
liver, it never had cholesterol 
Keep in mind cholesterol free 


does not mean fat free and fat is 
what is most important for many 
of us to eat less of 

Light/Lite: Read the small 
print to find out what's been 
"lightened." Light/lite does not 
necessarily mean the food has 
less fat or calories. It can also be 
used to describe the taste, 
texture, colour, flavour, weight 
or alcohol content of a product 
Compare labels of light and 
regular foods to see what the 
difference is; is it the actual kinds 
and amounts of ingredients or 
simply that it weighs less! A light 
food may not always be a 
healthier choice 

Dietetic: Some "dietetic 
foods" are made for people with 
allergies, others are low-sodium, 
low-fat, etc. "Dietetic" does not 
always mean "diabetic" or lower 
in calories/fat. Sugar and fat may 
be main ingredients Read the 
label closer for more descriptive 
terms and to see the order of the 
ingredients Those listed first are 
present in greater amounts. 


Low Sugar: A product with 
this claim may not contain more 
than 2 grams of sugar in a 
serving, that's about Vi tea¬ 
spoon. Check the serving size 
listed on the product. If it's 
smaller than what you would 
normally eat, you will be getting 
more sugar than what the label 
states The product may not be 
the "low sugar" choice you 
wanted 

More and more nutrition 
claims will appear on food labels. 
These claims are like magazine 
headlines--you'II have to read the 
whole article (i.e., the whole 
label) to get the full story. Cet the 
facts from food labels to help you 
make wise, healthy choices.

Electoral

proposed

Changes have been pro¬ 
posed in the electoral boun¬ 
daries of Alberta which will 
divide Olds-Didsbury into two 
new ridings. 

Didsbury would become 
part of a new urban riding, con¬ 
nected to northwest Calgary, 
while Olds would become part 
of a new riding called Olds- 
Rocky Mountain House, taking 
in the Sundre, Caroline, Rocky 
Mountain House and Banff 
areas. 

The boundaries for the new 
Didsbury riding would be just 
north of Didsbury, run west to 
include Water Valley and 
Cremona, south along Highway 
2 to take in Carstairs and Mad¬ 
den, and include about 13,000 
to 14,000 new residents in new¬ 
ly-developed northwest Cal¬ 
gary. 

Olds-Didsbury MLA Roy 
Brassard comments on the 
changes in his Report from the 
Legislature in this week's 
Review on Page 5. 

It should be emphasized 
that the boundaries are only 
proposed by an electoral boun¬ 
daries commission, at this time.
